The 35-foot heavy-duty bus was manufactured in Lancaster, California by BYD North America, a 
battery technology and vehicle manufacturer. It is one of four electric buses being added to the 
fleet with a range of up to 145 miles on a single charge.

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Laurel Canyon Emergency Response 

The City of Los Angeles has determined it is safe to allow limited traffic through Laurel Canyon 
along Laurel Canyon Boulevard. Non-residential traffic is encouraged to continue to use 
alternate routes. Traffic and parking restrictions are in effect and will be strictly enforced. 
Residents are allowed to access their homes, and commuters are advised to expect detours and 
traffic restrictions. This area remains completely closed to trucks over 6,000 lbs. These trucks 
must use either Highways 405 or 101 at this time. Currently, the city does not have an estimate 
for the duration of the detour.
